Among other 
fraudulent associations the Texas Gift Con- 
cert association, of Denison, Texas, is spo- 
ken of as “‘one of the most successful swin- 
dies disclosed by the department record.” 
Its receipts have exceeded $100,000. The 
lottery. company which uses the mails 
most extens:vely is the Louisiana State lot- 
tery; but the postmaster-general says it is 
not deemed compatible with the public in- 
terests to submit, now, evidence upon 
which he acted in this case, since there is 
asuit pending brought against him by the 
managers of this lottery.

The Situation in Maine. 

President Lamson has overcome his 

doubts as to his right to assume the du- 
ties of governor of Maine, and is now the 
head oi the state, with the concurrence, 
itis to be presumed, of Major-General 
Chamberlain. It is but just to say that 
General C. never intended to go regularly 
into the business of signing bills, pardon- 
ing convicts and the like; fre only in- 
tepded to protect the public property 
and preserve the peace. He is said to be 
a well-meaning and intelligent republi- 
can; but with all his good intentions 
and knowledge, it did not look well 
to see a state ruled by a+,man 
on horseback. It was a little too 
much of the strong-man business for 
appearance’s sake. Maine is therefore 
to be congratulated that she has a real 
governor, 4nd a democratic one to boot. 
Governor Lamson came to the work 
slowly, but he is said to be a match for 
Dr. Garcelon in pluck and resoluteness— 
and the fusionists cannot want more in 
that direction. 

But while Maine has a lawful governor 
and a lawful senate, she has no house 
that is free of legal shadows, and no 
council at all. But this need not be, if 
the fusionists will act with decision, and 
up to the limits of their undoubted pow- 
er. The attempt of the republicans by 
bribery and intimidation to deprive the 
house of a quorum should be sat down 
upon, and the full power 
of the house exercised _to 
compel a quorum.

first book. We remember Mrs. Bryan as a 
contributor to the Southern Enterprise. to 
the Temperance Crusader, to the Field and 
Fireside, and to nearly every periodical 
that has set itself up as a vehicle of south- 
ern literature. She has been expected to 
tloat and sustain every venture of the sort, 
and we do not believe she has ever been ap- 
pealed to in vain. The consequence is, 
while her literary life has been one of great 
devotion and industry, her writings have 
always been handicapped by the surround- 
ings. This is why we say Mrs. Bryan’s 
literary life has been characterized by great 
devotion. She has continued to write, 
knowing that her productions. would be 
preceded or followed, ‘or be altogether sur- 
rounded by the idiotic slush of Sweetie 
Wildwood, Beautie Beauclerc, and Johnnie 
Sugartod. And yet in the midst of all this 
hopelessness—for the effect must have been 
depressing on so careful and conscientious 
a worker—Mrs. Bryan has n-ver surrender- 
ed tothe temptation to deal in the sensa- 
tional. Her writings, whether in prose or 
verse, have always been pure and whole- 
some, and her work has always borne the 
stamp and seal of anoble purpose. She has 
made some really notable contributions 
(not to southern literature, but).to Ameri- 
can fiction. 

We are not by any means of the opinion 
that “‘Manch”’ is the best or the most nota- 
ble of these, but it has been made conspic- 
uous by its publication’ in book. form, and 
we have not the slightest doubt that it 
will win a much wider circulation 
than the average works of fiction of 
the day. Certainly the publishers have 
left nothing undone. It is bound in ex- 
quisite style, and its typography is beyond 
all criticism. With respect to its literary 
merits it is not too much to say that is one 
of the most remarkable stories recently 
published; not as to style, nor as to char- 
acterization, nor as to arrangement, but 
remarkable in its conception and the sug- 
gestions thereof. It has init all the ele- 
ments and attributes of a really powerful 
novel, but it is open to criticism because 
Mrs. Bryan has ignored these elements and 
attributes and hurriedly grouped them in 
a narrative of even.s. We believe that Mrs. 
Bryan has made an artistic mistaké in not 
allowing the story to open at chapter third. 
The events narrated in the first two chap- 
ters would then have found their proper 
place in the denouement of a remarkable 
plot, and the author would have, fonud the 
way clear to psychological study as power- 
fulas anything Hawthorne ever cunceived 
and more rational. The plot would then 
have seemed to unfold itself in spite 
of the author, but the reader would never 
have shaken himself quite clear of the 
mystery, no matter how rational or -how 
simple the explanation. Mrs. Bryan, how- 
ever, as if confusing the mysterious with 
the sensational, and desiring to avoid the 
latter, makes haste to take the reader into 
her confidence, and the whole plot is un- 
folded in the two first chapters. Thence- 
forward she has no need to makea psycho- 
ogical study of the double life of Millicent 
Weir, and no opportunity to avalyze emo- 
tione. She is hurried forward by the nar- 
rative tothe end. Certainly the mysteri- 
ous, which is a part of nature, and which 
enters into all forms of beauty and into all 
enduring works of art, is not to be ignored 
by a writer of fiction. Perhaps this borders 
upon hypercriticism, for certainly ‘‘Manch ’ 
is a sufficiently remarkable story to give it 
aleading place in contemporary fiction, 
and we are inclined to pity the intelligence 
of the reader upon whom it will fail to 
make a profound impression. It is intense- 
ly dramatic {from beginning to end, and 
while it is possible that the character of 
the child, whose name gives the book its 
title, might have been made more vididly 
picturesque, it is nevertheless invested 
with a pathetic interest all its own. 
In brief, ‘Manch” is a __ strong 
story—strong in its plot, strong in its suz- 
gestions, and wholly original. We believe 
it will be one of the most marked literary 
successes of the season.

It is amazing that the republicans of Missouri 
should find nothing in the conduct of Governor 
Garcelon, of Maine, but cause for unmeasured 
condemnation.
